freight bill, through the establishment 
of a commission empowered to fix 
rates. 
This, It Is stated by good 


authority.. Is.the program of-the ad- 
ministration men In the legislature. 
It Is hardly expected that the freight 
rate bill will be passed at this ses- 
sion; In fact. It Is said the reformers 
are perfectly willing to carry It over 
and make it the burning issue of tho 
next campaign. 


Rumors continue to circulate that a 


compromise has been or Is 'about to 
be reached between the railroad peo- 
ple and the governor's friends on the 
taxation question. 
The-amount the 


railway people are willing to 
have 
their tax Increased Is'stated In these 
reports to reach In the 
aggregate 


3300.000. 
In view of tho fact that 


both the governor's message and the 
report of the tax commission fix the 
additional amount 
the 
railroads 


should pay at about a million dollars, 
and give the figures to substantiate 
the claim. It may bo well be true that 
the railway people are willing • to 
compromise at less than one-third of 
that amount. 
There Is. 
however, 


considerable doubt whether the gov- 
ernor and his friends are willing to 
make such a compromise. 


The course already taken with the 


primary hill gives evidence of tho in- 
tention to push it to an early con- 
clusion. 
Only one hearing was held 


by the assembly committee on priv- 
ileges, six days after the Andrew and 
•Frear bills were Introduced, and on 
the day following the hearing the sub- 
stitute bill was reported for passage, 
the committee remaining In session 
until 2 o'clock Friday morning, and 
meeting again at 8:30, before the ses- 
sion ot the legislature, to get It in 
shape. 
At the hearing the views of 
Senator Morton, who Introduced the 
democratic primary bill, and Assem- 
blyman Bradford, a leading stalwart, 
vrero secured. 
Some of 
Senator 


Merton's Ideas, notably that provid- 
ing for the "nomination" of a Unit- 
ed States senator at the primaries, 
ivere Incorporated in the bill, but the 
suggestion of Mr. Bradford, that a 
provision be Inserted limiting 
the 


expense of any candidate In secur- 
ing a nomination to ten per cent, ot 
the salary, was left out. Some of tho 
members of the committee doubted 
tho validity of such a provision, the 
proposition being to require an affi- 
davit from the candidate that not on- 
ly the money 
ho had spent himself, 


but Including that spent In his be- 
half, had not exceeded the ten per 
cent., before his name could be placed 
on the official election ballot. 


One thing that may have hurried 


tho committee some Is the expecta- 
tion that a primary bill will bo oliercil 
In tho senate next week by tho stal- 
warts. 
The bill Is not ready yet—In 
fact, there appears to be somo uncer- 
tainty as to who will introduce it, 
and if the administration bill- can be 
passed 
through U.e assembly 
and 
reach the upper house before the sta 
wart measure Is Introduced, it shouli 
be an easier road to travel. 


Tho railway taxation bills 
are 
expected early next 
week. 
The> 
were looked for this week, but for 
some reason their introduction has 
been delayed. 
As they will 
come 


from tho state 
tax 
commission 


through tho committee on assessmen 
and collection of taxes, they will o 
course provide for the taxation on 
the ad valorem, or property valuation 
system, of tho railroads and like cor 
poratlons. 
A bill will also bo sub 


mltted making the tax commission a 
board of assessment to fix the value 
of the property. 
Tho railroad lobb; 


lias been very quiet thus far; In 
fact, none of Its members have -ecn 
seen around tho legislature this week 
There are no lobby headquarters a 
the Park hotel, as In days of old. am 
from an outside view. It looks as 1 
the day of reform had really come.

GAME LAWS AS 


THEY SHOULD BE 


Marathon County Man Explains Some 


of the Fallacies of the Pres- 


ent Law. 


The following letter was written 


by Mr. Holllus-of Marathon Co., when 
the game laws were under discus- 
sion, two years ago. ' It Is worth pub- 
lishing: 


Tnere is now pending before the 


legiHlaturc in the state several bills 
relating to hunting anu fisnlng wnlcn 
have an Important bearing on tlio wel- 
laro and Interest ot tho state. 
By 


ono of these bills Is Is proposed to Im- 
pose a license tee ot $l.uu upon tae 
residents of tne state, and Jiu.UU up- 
on non-residents lor tile privilege ot 
minting deer. 
Under another till! it 


is proponed to impose a license tcu 
or 50 cents upon residents and ?:!5.UU 
upon non-residents lor the privilege 
or hunting wild low! and other game. 
That the passage of these bills will 
be detrimental to a large portion ot 
tne state Is certain. 
A moment's 


consideration of the matter will con- 
vince any one that with the Imposi- 
tion or this license tee upon 
non- 


resoldents, who yearly come to Wis- 
consin In groat numbers lor the pur- 
pose at spending their 
vacations, 


will drive,out ol the state nearly ail 
of this class of people prevent tho 
spending or many hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars each 
year. 
That 


there are thousands of hotels 
and 


boarding liouxea that depend" largely 
on people outsluc o* Uio state for the 
bulk of their patronage Is well-known. 
In fact, the taking tho money away 
from tho state that would be spent 
liy the non-residents would bo 
a 


serious blow to 
many 
Industries. 


Thousands of people earn largo sums 
of money during the summer and fall 
by acting as gulues. drivers, and In 
other 
capacities, for tho flttherman 


and hunter. 
The farmer In many 


portions of the state derives quite 
an income from the small sums ot 
money received trom sportsmen who 
desire to hunt or fish on his premises. 
Tho merchant will be deprived of 
tho selling of largo quantities 
of 


goods; the livery stable man will not 
rent as many teams; In fact, all clas- 
ses of tra.de wll bo affected. 


The state of Wisconsin Is magni- 


flclently located for summer resorts, 
and by long and untiring work of 
many of Its citizens, has built up a 
magnincent business during tho sum- 
mer 'months. 
Years have been ex- 


pended In this work, but It can no 
rulneil In a day if the bills now before 
the 
legislature aro passed. 
Tho 


many beautiful lakes In 
Wisconsin, 


whose shores aro dotted with tho cot- 
tage or camp of tho 
tourist 
nnd 


sportsman, will, to a great extent, bo 
deserted. 
Less people will finn em- 


ployment, less money will bo paid out 
In ever}' direction. 
The people In 


other states are making vigorous bids 
for tho class of people who hnvo In 
tho pm liberally patronized Wiscon- 
sin rcsortH, and If tho non-resldont Is 
to be charged a license feo for tho 
privilege of hunting or fishing, he will 
surely go elsewhere, and with 
him 


goes r large amount of money. 
It 


Is talr to presume that probably a 
million and a half dollars are annu- 
ally sr.ent in Wisconsin by outsiders 
who gc there for rest and recreation; 
that nt least onc-ha.f of this, or per- 
haps tvo-thlrds. wi.l be driven away 
from tlo stnto Is certain. 


It Is supposed these bills requiring 


license fees have been introduced for 
tho beieflt and welfare of the stato, 
but Insead of beneflttlng tho stato m 
any way It will bo a detriment to a 
largo pjrtlon of It. 
Instead of pre- 


serving and protecting tho 
game, 


which should bo tho first considera- 
tion of tho people of tho stato 
ot 


Wisconsin. It will only lead to 
a 


greater destruction, nnd In tlmo an 
utter extinction of tho game In tho 
stnto. 
it Is a well-known fact that 


the mor« game and fish aro taken out 
of scaHoi by tho resident pot-hunt- 
ers than Is taken during tho entire 
open scujon each year by non-resi- 
dents of tho state. 
Every, deer that 


Is killed In Wisconsin costs me oiu- 
sldo spo-tsman not less than Jl&U.OO; 
every dick at least $3.00, and other 
game In proportion;; whereas 
tho 


resident pot-hunter who Is on 
tho 


ground, knows tho haunts of the game 
during tho closed season, and can oo- 
tain a laigo price for whatever game 
he Is nbe to ship out of tho state. 
Is contlnmlly slaughtering It at the 
very tlm» It should bo protected.

Curing tho Federal delay at the 


canor the- Washington artillery, sta- 
tioned on JfaryeV hill, rained shot und 
•hell upon the assailants. Beyond the 
canal Klraball's men reached n (-light 
rUu of -ground, and us their heads 
showed above the crest the Confederate 
gunners redoubled their lire. But In 
spite of the screaming shells KlmbnU'ti 
line rushed on, battering down fences 
•with clubbed rliles as they ran. 
Tho 


Confederates changed from shell to 
canister and cut great gaps In the dar- 
ing ranks. Iiut the survivors pushed 
forward until staggered by n volley of 
musketry fired. Into their faces. 


The second obstacle to the march up 


the height was- a sunken road and 
utone wall *o well' screened by the tsod- 
deU tctruce that: from the Federal sldu 
It looked to be one smooth stretch -of 
ground. Behind the wall luy Cohb'tt 
Georgia legion. . holding Its lire, until 
the enemy 'came to close- range. Half 
of Kltnball's. men bad' fallen, and the 
shattered regiments planted their col- 
ors. In', the ground and lay down to es- 
cape the withering lire from above. 


Following on the heels of Klmball, 


the brigades of Andrews and 1'alnier 


tlie same fire nt the canal, thu 


rldpe and the stone wall and halted to 
lie In their tracks awaiting re-enforce- 
•mrati~ But .the dead, line of tho Fred- 
ericksburg-slnugh'tcr pen was not yet 
reached ' by the gallant soldiers who 


ad been ordered to storm Muryu's hill. 
Hancock's division nest took up the 


ught. unappalled by the 
fate of 


French's -men. Zook's brigade dashed 
along across the canal and over the 
rlilgc-. gathering up the prostrate sol- 
diers of "French's regiments to replace 
the men shot down on the march up 
the slope. Zook's line recoiled nt tho 
stone wall after getting within pistol 
range: 


On the right of Zook marched the 


IHsn brigade, cheering nt ever}' stop, 
t!ie> green tlag of Erin plainly vlnlblc to 
the ready gunners on the 
height. 


Mengher, the chief, rode, at the head 
'at th« gallant Sixty-ninth by- the side 
of Colonel Nugent. At the outskirts of 
the town that morning, as the line 
pissed n l>oxwood hedge. Meagber took 
a sprig of green nnd placed It In his 
e»p. Ever}' man In the ranks Imitated 
the example, thus unconsciously put 
ting on a badge by which the dead 
•mould be recognized as members of 
the Irish brigade, and In the end a 
pood line of them lay among the fore 
most near the stone wall. 


After the wearers of the green the 


fcrigado of Cn Id well swept onward, 


gathering to Its ranks men from the 
other commands and pressing up to 
within twenty and even llfteen yards 
of the deadly wall. 
There was the 


dead line. Not that to cross It meant 
death; none crossed It. It was a line 
of dead at the lx>lnt where the Confed- 
erate lire smote without sparing. Tin-re 
the dead of four brigades—Klmball's, 
XookV, Meagher's ami Caldwell's—were 
found at the time of burial. After tho 
repulse of French and Hancock, How- 
ard's division of the Second corps, 
Sykes' and Humphreys' of the Fifth 
and Sturgls' of the Ninth charged over 
the same Held, marking with their dead 
the limit of the Federal advance. 


Hancock rode unscathed through that 


awful lire, but three of his aids were 
shot down In attempting to follow his 
fortunes. Ills division caught the sharp- 
est lire, for by the time It appeared 
within range the Confederate marks- 
men had got the bearings. 
I.ee and 


Ixingstreet were together on the height 
watching the Federal advance. 
Lee 


was alarmed at the persistence of the 
Federal masses, but I.ongstreet said, 
"If they put every man now on our 
side of the Potomac on that Held, I'll 
kill them nil." 


Over C.OOO men fell In tho attack on 


the stonewall. Hancock's division lost 
over L',000. 
Zook's banner regiment 


that day was the Fifty-third Pennsyl- 
vania, mustering L'SI! men nnd 14 olll- 
cers. The casualties of this regiment 
were 55 per cent 
Of the olllcers 8 


were shot down und 134 men killed or 
wounded. 


The Sixty-ninth New York (Irish bri- 


gade) carried Into battle £',S men nud 
otllcers. Among the olllcers only 3 es- 
caped out of l!t in action. The total 
loss was lltf. about 53 per cent. In 
the name brigade the Eighty-eighth 
New York lost ."0 per cent. 


Cnldwcll'H brigade, marching np nft- 


er other brigades had been checked, 
met with the heaviest loss, evidence 
that the struggle In front of the stouu 
wall grew fiercer every minute. Thu 
Confederates threw fresh muskets In- 
to the fray and concerned themselves 
little beyond keeping cool nnd tiring 
low. 
The foe was nt their mercy. 


Caldwell's Seventh New York, led by 
Colonel von Schaack. lost 10 olllcers 
killed and S wounded out of t!.~ In the 
light and -10 men killed and wounded 
out of ti muster that morning of -ISS 
effectives.
